One of the girls had her appendix removed but is now 
doing much better. The house parents are doing well, but staying very busy as the kids have started back 
to school. Chris has started a Bible study once a month with the boys, and Faith does one once a month 
with the girls. Please pray for each of the kids salvation, pray that they would be a witness at school and 
at home, please pray for their health, and their behavior. A few of the kids have attachment disorder, 
please pray for the Lord's healing in their hearts and mind, and for the house parents to be teachable, 
and to have the Lord's grace and wisdom in raising the children. 



We are very excited to share with many of you that the Lord has opened the doors for other ministry 
opportunities in our community. While visiting in the states we shared with many of you a burden to not 
only be here for new beginnings but to share Christ in our community as well. The Lord has opened that 
door and we thank you all for your prayers. We have now started an apple basket ministry reaching out 
to those in need in the surrounding Bistrita area. We have not yet delivered our first basket, but the Lord 
has provided us with more than enough apples, and all for free. I wish I had the time to share with you 
the whole story. It was truly amazing, and the Lord is so good. We are working on now getting baskets or 
hand washing tubs, which we will fill with the apples we have been canning, Bibles, tracks, any necessary 
needs, such as tooth paste, tooth brushes, laundry detergent, clothes, etc. to take to those in need and in 
need of the savior. We now have a few tubs, and the apples, we still need Romanian Bibles, etc. Please 
pray for us as we start this ministry, and for those who receive the baskets, that the Lord would prepare 
their hearts before hand, and He will save them. We have all ready started visiting a village close by. 
Some of the girls from the village will be attending the girls Bible study with the family center girls, and 
we are praying about starting an English club as another means to reach them with the gospel. We were 
also able to share the Jesus film with some from the village on October 3rd. It was mostly the teenagers 
who came, but we had an awesome time, and Chris did a wonderful job presenting them with the gospel 
afterwards. We are thrilled to see the Lord work in these ways, and is wonderful as he has been able to 
use some of the family center kids, and our own kids to help with each one. The family center kids have 
helped our family pick apples, and one of the older family center girls will be helping me with the 
English club in Slatanita (the village). It is wonderful to see the Lord work and to be a part of what He is 
doing. It is also wonderful to see Him work in the lives of the children we have been ministering too.
